Cleveland's Lumber District Receives 


a Second Fiery Visitation—The 


Work of Incendiaries. 


The Loss About a Quarter of a Million—A 


Would-Ba lire-Bug Fatally Earned 


in New York. 


A $100,000 Blaze in St. Louis—Car 


Shops Destroyed nt London, Oat.— 


Other Costly Conflagrations. 


The Fire Record. 


JIOIIE FLAMES ON CLEVELAND FLATS. 
CLLVEI.AND, O., Sept. 22.—It is but two 


weeks since the great fire in the centra 
lumber reslon on "the fl.ita" destroyed 
property to the value of 81,000,000, and 
is now generally believed that incendiarism 
was the cause of that calamity. Yesterday 
three incendiaiy tires in rapid successior 
destroyed property to the value of 8250,000, 
and tile last and largest was burning ai 
midnight with great fury. 


At 10:55 in the morning the first alarm 


was turned in from the box at the lumber 
yard of Monroe Bros. & Co., on the « 
bank of the Cuyahoga, and about two miles 
by the river from the scene of the previous 
fire. The fire started in the center of the 
yard and burned out seven alleys of lumber 
to the river on he east, and west to the 
limits ot the yard. 
At 2:30, when the fite 


seemed to be under control and the specta- 
tors were departing, a frebli burst of flaoio 
appeared to issue from the roof a storage 
house in a distant pait of the yard« 


The second fire had hardly got under 


way when, at three o'clock, hre broke out 
where the lumber is piled thickest in the 
yard of Blown, Strong & Co., a (ju-trterot 
a mile to the northeast. The entire fire 
department had already been engaged two 
or three hours, and telegr.ims were sent to 
Painesville, Ashtabula, Akron, Canton, 
JElyiia, Youngblowri, Columbus, and all the 
larger towns of .Northern Ohio for aid. 
Akron responded first with an engine 
at six o'clock. This was followed by 
special trains bringing the Ashtabula and 
Elyria File Departments. Just pievious to 
the breaking out of the third lire the entire 
police weie summoned to the scene, and 
Monroe Bros. & Co. swore in fifty extra 
officers 
to patrol their yards. Brown, 


Strong & Co. employed two hundred men 
liom the crowds standing by to tear down 
the piles of lumber in advance of the 
flames.

the 
scorching beit, 


but to no purpose. 
At five o'clock 


they were compelled to desist and beat a re- 
treat Neither of the latter fires could have 
been Ciiused by sparki from the lust for tli« 
reason that no sparks were carried into the 
aii. Although the wind blew to the north 
the fire made steady progress south tinough 
the yard. At eleven o'clock the flames were 
got under control 
The loss to Brown, 


Strong & Co. is about S150,000, with insur-

The track of" the New York, 
1'emibylvania & Ohio Railway was de- 
stroyed for a distance of two or three hun- 
dred feet 


Just before the fire broke out in Brown, 


Strong & Ca's yard, Christ Schweizer, a 
German, was heard to remark that in less 
than an hour there would be another hre. 
lie was promptly arrested and trken to the 
Central Station. At the station Schweizet 
would not reply to any inquiries propound- 
ed, maintaining a dogged silence. He is a

arm. Several years ago he laid his now 
ruining

deliberately chopped it off with an ax. 
At the Central Station last night Thorn is 
Conners reported that as he was pass- 
ing

he observed tongues of flame darting out 
from a lumber pile in the yard of Bell & 
Cartuglit 
The fire had just been lighted, 


and he succeed iu extinguishing it with a 
few handfuls of sand. Upon examination 
lie found the lumber saturated with coal 
oil. An officer repaired to the .scene and 
discovered a bottle that had recently con- 
tained the fluid. A guard was at once set 
on tiie premises. It is not behaved that the 
fire was the work of laboring men. but of 
the class of idle and worthless fellows who 
have nothing to lose and nothing to gain by 
such operations except an opportunity for 
plunder. 


NKW York, Sept 22.—Saturday a build- 


ing at RiviiiKtoa and Wlliett streets caught 
fire. 
The force succeeded in subduing the 


flames, but not until one woman—Mrs. 
Gertig—was burned to death and ber son 
badly injured. The building was occupied 
by the Gerties and was chiefly rented out to 
lodgers. Leo Gertig, the proprietor, kept a 
beer saloon on the ground floor. Aftei 
the fire had been extinguished, the whole 
building was found full of fine kindling 
wood saturated with oil. The lodgers all 
escaped on the first alarm, but Mrs. Gertig 
and her six-year-old child were found on 
the roof of the building, the latter almost 
suffocated and the former so badly burned 
that she died. Gertig was subsequently 
arrested. It is believed that his wife ignited 
the inflammable materials, and that it was 
done for the purpose of getting 52,000 in- 
surance money on the galoon. 


LONDON, Can., Sept 22.—At five p. m. 


Saturday fire broke out in the Grand Trunk 
car works, east of the city, and almost the 
entire property and buildings are destroyed. 
The loss is estimated at $100,000. About 
four hundred men are thrown ont of em- 
ployment The fire originated in a place 
where few men were at work, the bulk of 
the men being off on a Saturday half-holi- 
day.
